AT A ROPE’S END. 


Judge Miller’s Severe Language Against 
Denpjan and Other Cranks. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Joseph Donjan 
was arraigned in the Police Court to-day on 
the charge of sending threatening liet- 
ters to Vice-President Stevenson and 
Senator Milis, After hearing the

BLACK .VOMIT AT REO. 


Ravages of Yellow Fever Added to the 
Herrors ef War. 


BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 28.—Very bad news 
has reached here from Riv de Janeiro. It is 
announced thatthe unfortunate city, which 
has for montlis past been suffering from the 
ravages of war, is now a victim to the ray- 
ages of the worst and most dreaded of all 
diseases—yellow fever—anad five deaths from 
the disease are already reported. 

The news that yellow fever has added its 
burden and horrors to the sufferings already 
endured by the people of Rio has caused wide- 
spread atteation here, and much sympathy 
is expressed for the plague and war-stricken 
inhabitants. , 4 

It is added, however, that the GOvernment 
is taking every precastion possible under 
the circumstances to prevent a spread of the 
disease; but the work of the officials at Bio 
de Janeiro is greatly hampered by the condi- 
tion to which the city has been reduced by 
the horrors of war.

London Editor Says Some Unpal- 
atable Things to Chicago Ladive. 

CuicaGco, Hl, Dec. 29.—It will be a long 
time before the ladies of the women’s clubs 
of Chicago will get done talking about ths 
remarkable speech of Editor Stead at 
the meeting of the joint women’s 
clubs of this city yesterday afternoon.

Nothing Was more 
obnoxious to any one who paid any attention 
to the teaching of the Gospel than thefact 
that the conventional judgment about repu 
table and disreputable was quite foreign to 
the Christian ideal. Who were the most dis- 
reputable women in Chicago? They were 
those who had been dowered by society and 
Providence with all the giftsand all the op- 
portunities, and who lived entirely self-in- 
dulgent. These women, who had great op- 
portunities only to neglect them, were more 
disreputable in the eyes of and man 
than the most abandoned women of the street. 
Mr. Stead’s actual language was something 
stronger than that quoted above, and as 
may be imagined, created an astounding 
sensation.

AN EFFECTUAL LAW. 


The first practical test of the smoke 
abatement ordinance in court resulted in a 
conviction, The law proved sound and ef- 
fectual for the work it was framed to do. 

The action of the Citizens’ Executive 
Committee in tempering the first enforce- 
ment of the ordinance with mercy is com- 
mendable. Smoke. production bas been 
allowed to go onso freely for years past 
that a severe application of law in the be- 
ginning would be a hardship. The nuis- 
ance is so closely allied to business 
and manufacturing industry that pub- 
lic interests demand a fair consideration 
for offenders upon whom the brunt of the 
law is first laid. The wisdom of thecourse

cannot be questioned. 

But serious warning having been given 
andthe way to reform pointed out the 
} limit of forbearance is soon reached. The 
abatement of the smoke nuisance is too 
serious a matter and too deeply concerns 
the comfort and welfare of all St. Louisans 
to admit of long trifling. Continued of- 
fense must be treated with severity. 

The importance of achieving success for 
the present movement. to suppress the 
smoke cannot be overestimated. Whether 
the people of this city shall enjoy the 
luxury of sunshine and clear atmosphere 
or be doomed to suffer the insufferable and 
unwholesome effect of an atmosphere filled 
with gae and soot depends upon its 
outcome.

Some time ago the Lord Chamberlain of 
England, who is ex-Officio Censor of the 
Press and Stage, suppressed one of Oscar 
Wilde’s plays on the ground of immor- 
ality. He wasright in his judgment be- 
cause Wilde’s wickedness is so very clever 
that it isa temptation to the virtuous to 
take a flyer in vice themselves. After- 
wards the same guardian of other peaple’s 
moral character suppressed a play called 
**Don John,’’ in which some seorets of 
the harem were bluntly told. The Gensor 
licensed the play, probably thinking that 
as it exposed Turkish not British wieked- 
ness it wasa perfectly proper piece to set 


rbefore the British young person and her 


mamma. The Sultan did not like it, how- 
ever,and to prevent an ‘interne#ional 
episode’’ the, Lord Chamberlain Sup- 
pressed it. 

The latest object of the censor’s solici- 
tude is called ‘*The Gaiety Girl,” a play 
in which a parson plays ‘‘a good fat 
part,’’ « part ‘‘to make ’em laugh.’’ It 
was held that the presence of a clergyman 
in a burlesque was calculated to bring re- 
ligion into disrepute, and so the play was 
changed by the substitution of a doctor 
fora parson. 

But why shouldn’t the doctors complain 
because jit brings medical science(so-called) 
into disrepute? And if the doctor gives way 
to a lawyer will it not bring the honorable 
body of lawyers and the law itself into con- 
tempt? The fact is, the Lord Chamberlain 
has entered upon a career of virtue 
which can end only in an absolute das- 
potism of solemnity. It would not 
even be possible to put & politician 
in a play because the young men might 
think there was corruption or humbug or 
buncombe or that worst of all sins, orig- 
inality, in polities.

But railway receivers do not deal in for- 
malities without effect. This injunction 
can be employed as aclubto prevent a 
strike forany purpose. They may not,be 
able to prove thatthe men quitfor the 
purpose of injuring the road, but they can 
institute vexatious prosecutions, and the 
injunction was probably asked for only 
with this endin view. In other words, 
they propose to ‘*bulldoze’’ the men into 
submission. 

It may be within the power of the courts 
to grant such orders. But if so the rule 
must be made to work both ways. If re- 
ceivers are protected against the injurious 
action of the men, the men must be pro- 
tected against the injurious action of the 
receivers. They are all, ‘in a sense, serv+ 
ants of the court, and equally entitled, 
in justice, to ite protection. It seems to
